Well 
my recommendations to you are three,

(1) Fix a box which you call your 
f^ame box, iJon'l let the chiEdren keep 
it, have tliern play with their own 
toys and ^ames whenever they will, 
hut this box is yours to be brought 
nut on special occasinns and when all 
roi^ular pursuits fail or become un- 
interestiuir to your small fry.

(2) Number two suggestion refers 
to books. Many cbihireii will sit for 
hours and amuse themsolves after 
they have learned to read if books 



are available to them. The heritage 
of books is one of the moat wonderful 
a child can have, so mothers, build 
u\) a good library far your chi hi. The 
editions need not be expensive. Chil- 
dren's classics through the decades as 
well as today's best sellers may be 
puz'chased for 75 cents. 

Then mother, get actiuainted with 
the children's section of your local 
library. Bring Iwoks home that you 
think will interest your kiddies and 
as they grow older encourage them to 
become well acquainted with this 
wonderful branch of our community 
life. The child who develops an inter- 
est in reading will never be a lonely 
child and he will have acquiied a 
wondeiTul asset to carry with him 
through life* 

Importance of Reading 
Mothers, read to your children too. 
It will mean so much to them. Bed- 
time never comes hard to children 
who know a story awaits them when 
they're all tucked in. And did you 
know that many of the local YWCA's 
give courses in story telling? If you 
have the time you might investigate 
this possibility.

(3) My number three suggestion 
is a simple one, but one that may 
perhaps save you hours of whining 
fiom your restless youngsters on 
rainy days.

This hill was held up in the House Ruli^s Committee, which faik^l to 
allow the bill to to the House Floor foi- a vote. In an elTort to circum- 
vent this eommiUee, the bill was brou*rht up on the House floor under 
a '‘suspension of rules/' Althmii?b the bill received a majority of the 
voles, it failetl lo the necessaiy two-thirds. If* at that time, we here 
hart bc*en g^iven just a little more aummi't, in the way of letters liein^ 
written by meinkus* to their Comi-iessnuni, we fcH.-l the hiil would have 
jiassed. We ha%'^e now felt it necessary, that the bill clear the House 
Rules Committee, after which a bare majority of the votes cast on the 
House floor, would Avin passage. 

Extensive Teslimony Given 

ILR,?i3lI3 as iiassed by the House Ways ami 5leans Committee? was 
rewritten and given a new mini her, and is now known as H.R.ollS. 
Testimony in bcdialf of iinemploymeni insurance for Fetleral workeis 
was .submitted by the l.B.EAV., by the American Federation of Labor 
and other labor organisations, by the Government Employees Council 
of the AFL, the Iiepartment of Lalwr, the Ilepartment of llefense, the 
Federal Security Agency (which itc|i resented Slate unemfiloymenl com- 
tH*nsation administrators), and hy industry it?p resen tatlA’^es, all of whom 
appt*ared and testified. Statements were filer! in supfiort of the bill, by 
the Bureau of the Binlget and by the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission, The evidenci:? in Ij<?half of the hill, leads unmistakably to the 
conclusion that Federal civilian workers should he glA'en unemployment 
insurance protection. This real need was the highlight of most of the 
testimony given, and no witness took issue to the contrary, 

liTijmrlauce Is Shown 

In spite of general impressions to the contrary, many Federal 
workers are sepaiated each year woth no opiiortunity to draw unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits lo tide them over this break in employment. 
For example, separations during llMlI reached almost one-half million, 
and during 11)50, 450,0110 lo,st employmenL These^ setiaiations occurred 
during a time when Federal employment was Ijoing increased. In a 
declining iieriod, Ihese st?pa rat ions AA^ould be considemhly higher. Such 
a fieriod followeft World War 11, and can again Ite expecte^l following 
the present emergency, WHAT ABOUT L NEMFLOYMENT INSUR-

LfTective Ilecemlau' 1, 11131, this 
local VI n ion was instrumental in the 
adoption of further changes wdiich 
will inci'ease the jieiiskm checks of 
many Water ami Bower employes, 
inrhniing a lai’ge numliei’ of the ap- 
prox iinaiely UOn peiisioiu'rs whn have 
already retired.

multiply the average salary for the 
year immediately preceding the a<iop- 
tion of the plan by the number of 
years of prior sendee and then to 
multiply by the (lercentage factor es- 
tablished in the plan for that imi- 
jmse. The amendment increases this 
I>erce!itage factor fram l.bT pei* cent 
to 2.20 per cent. This is an increase 
of 31 per cent in this portion of the 
pension check credits. 

These increases in the amount of 
monthly pension cheeks will be of 
material l>enefit to many members al- 
ready retired and to many more who 
will become eligible for retirement 
during the next few years. 

It should be recognized that the 
employes of the Los Angeles City De- 
partment of Water and Tower, being 


goveJ nmeiita! employes, are not eligi- 
ble for the benefvts of Old-Age and 
Siu'vivors rnsiirance under Social Se- 
curity. Even iimler Ihe 19r>0 Ubera!- 
iziition of the Social Seen l ily Act l>y 
the Congress, these einiiloyoa iU'c in- 
eligible because they are already cov- 
ered by a pension plan. 

Tlnis, we have a greater problem 
in persuading the Depuiiment of 
Water and Tower, as employer, to 
provide suflicieid funds for afler|imtc 
)iensions than would be the case if 
the employer was in pj ivato industry 
unrler i^ociul Security. Thi! private 
employer need fumish only the fumls 
to provide the ditference betw'cen 
Social Security l>enehts and, .say, a 
minimum pension of jpiPO.Od per 
month with 25 years of service, wbicb 
has come to be a poimlar provi.sion in 
pension plans in private industry, 
whereas a governmental agency like 
the Department of Water and Tower 
must furnisb oil of thi’^ funds neces- 
sary to supply the deficit between the 
earnings of the emtdoye’s conliibu- 
tions and whatever mLnimum pension 
is established. 

We, therefore, are (|uite gratifietl 
over the succes.s in bringing the liene- 
fits of the Water and Power retire- 
ment plan to a level comparable with 
the current trend in private industry, 

Por two years this local union has 
had a standing committee which, as- 
sisted by my staff, has analyzed and 
studied the Water and Tower t'ctire- 
ment ]>!aii with a vii^w to devising and 
|»roposing changes in the plan which 
would augment the retirement Ikuig- 
fits to our members. I am prom I of 
the diligent ami enTective work of the 
members of this committee as evi- 
denced by these latest achievenjents.

Those members 
w’ho enjoy the distinction of being 
cast in a supervisoi-y ca{iacity do big 
things, and most of the time get them 
done* Since their daily lot is such 
that they receive social distinction for 
their daily accomplishments, there is 
little need to use too much printers 
ink on them. Let us rather remind 
the Bixithers about those who bend 
their backs to tasks of a humbler 
variety. 

The membership of Local No, TiS 


contains approximately 40 elect rical 
hisjiectoi’s. About one-half of this 
group inspect within the limits of the 
nty of Detroit, while the other half 
pound their beats in our suburban 
ureas. Since these men are paid by 
taxpayers" money, it is usually the 
tendency for one to feel that the 
inspector serves the municipality 
only. This is quite true in a general 
sense and in conformity with the 
fundamental concept of the obligation 
of a public servant. The electrical 
inspector does his utmost to jirotect 
the life and property of the citizenry 
of our city. While seiwing the tax- 
payer to the limit of their capacity, 
these people are also of paramount 
importance to the legitimate elec- 
Irican, 

Our inspectors judge the qualifica- 
Uons of those applying for electrical 
licenses. They hav^e the opportunity 
and obligation to keep out of the in- 
riusli’y the shoemakers and misfits 
that do not meet minimum qualifica- 
tions, This phase of their jurisdiction 
is of some 10101 * 05 ! to us. Since our 
local union has always maintained an 
organized training program, we have 
experienced little or no difficulty 
obtaining licenses. 

The function of our inspectors 
when passing upon the standards of 
an electrical installation helps our 
organization to sell skilled lal>or 
whenever and where%*er high mechan- 
ical standards are i-equired. The 
policy of our local union has always 
!>een to maintain a well organized 
training program, the result being 
that we experience no difiiculty with 
the inspection department qualifying 
our ]ieoplc* 

In the suburban area the organiza- 
tion process has been more difficult 
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than it ImH hmm within the city 
limits. In«iH*ctnrfi who Imvo workinj? 
assijrnniefitfl in those areiiH liave con- 
tributed conaifiornbly by reject itii?

Given Radio Tribute 

JOINT BOARD LOCALS 132. 1 fd. 
142, 1 14, 147, 148, 149, PITTSBURGH, 

P,A. — Henry J. Hansen, Duquesne 
Light Company lineman and member 
of Local 140, was honored recently 
on station WJAS, Pittsburgh, and 
the Columbia Broadcasting System 
network for saving the life of an 
Aliquippa, Pennsylvania, youth. The 
progiam was heard on the “Meet 
Corliss Archer” show on December 2, 
1951. The main commercial of the 
program was based on an editorial 
which originally appeared in the 
Beaver Valley, Pennsylvania, Times. 

Following is an excei-pt that was 
used in the commercial: “Young 

Kenneth Jumper of Aliquippa ow^es 
his life to Henry Hansen, a Duquesne 
Light Company man who not only 
rescued him from the bottom of Rac- 
coon Creek, but revived him by using 
artificial respiration. Coincidentally, 
the boy was saved from death one 
year to the day after Henry Hansen 
had made a similar rescue at the 
same place. Such things are not new

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aive Iraininj? they i'L*cc*ivc ua a part 
of their work, Ag a resuJt of that 
liainini?, innumerahlo persons have

poasibjlities of a voluntary increase in 
the wage latos for all their employes. 
Our amiiversary date is July IG, 
jy52. We feel that our rates here 
are comparable to any other locality 
and also feel that our working con- 
ditions are better than any other 
locality in the country. We also have 
negotiated wage increases with our 
contractors foi' our forestry and 
right-of-way clearance men as well 
as with our contractors on outside 
line construction. These negotiated 
contracts have been in Washington 
for several weeks and we are hoping 
every day for a favorable reply. 

After hearing the speech last night 
of the president of the Farm Bureau 
it is hard to believe that it is neces- 
sary for labor to be governed and 
controlled by wage hoards when the 
head of a great organization such as 
the Farm Bureau indicated he is 
definitely oiumsed to any type of 
regulation or control If we were 
free to negotiate a contract or con- 
tracts without any federal regula- 
tion or wage control our membership 
would have been receiving an increase 
in rates as long as months ago, 
ami 1 think it is safe to say that they 
would be receiving a higher rate than 
had been agnje<l upon. The reason 
for this is, we have tried to stay 
within the wage stabilization regula- 
tions. If most industries were to at- 
templ to control their prices as earn- 
estly amt sincerely as most laljor or- 
ganizations aUenipt to do, there is 
no question in my mind hut that this 
spiral in the cost of living would 
have reached its peak some time hack. 
However, with the constant increase 
in the grocery bill and other items of 
necessity, the working man has no 
alternative c^xcept to ask for a wage 
increase, or possibly put his children 
in some institution so as to cut down 
this cost of living, and have his Avife 
go to w’ork, as many of them are 
doing, which is un-American and un- 
practical I feel that any time a 
woman with a child or children in 
the family takes a steady job in in- 
ilustry it is an impossibility for her 
to do the good job that she can and 
should do in raising licr family. 

We have had a lot of work in this 
area ajid have been fortunate in 
getting su flic lent help without too 
much difficulty. We have had a few 
men come in who are not the best; 
however, when you see some of the 
mistakes that the employers make, 
it draws to rny attention the fact that 
the few l)f> percenters that we have 
had working iiossihly have a better 
percentage than some of our em- 
(doyers, 

T %vant to take this opportunity to 
thank all the local unions who have 
cooperated with us in supplying ns 
the manpower that we have needed 
for the past sev^eml months.

This brings 
to mind the importance of voting 
I'ight to show what being loyal means. 
Because there is no easier way to 
tear down all the tenets and condi- 
tions that all union men have had a 
part in building up, plus the fact 
that a good union man’s spirit is 
being torn down when he counts the 
vote after election and knows that 
some of his Brothers have sold out 
to the opposition for the defeat of 
labor. He k now's they weren’t loyal — 
funny the bad voters cannot realize 
it. So above everything, be loyal 
to the union endorsements, policy, 
byUnvs and constitution, and in so 
doing you will be loyal to your fellow 
union man and able to look him in 
the eye and know you’ve done right 
by him and yourself.

That*s 
the reason why everyone of us in the 
I.R,E,W, should he willing to assume 
our share of work in order to better 
our own local and all the things it 
stands for.

Give Inspiration 

L. U. fi(U, NEW YOini, N. Y,— With 

world eoTtditions as they me today. 


we should pause and reflect in this 
month of F\*bi"uary, I952 on the 
thoughts, deeds and ideals of tw*o 
great Americans whose birth w’e cele- 
brate — Abraham Lincoln an<i George 
Washington. 

True, each year at this time our 
thoughts turn to something, some 
act, some w'ord or speech that they 
did or saiti, Ijoth for our sjiiritual 
guidance and for our democratic 
form of goveiTiment. But what with 
the **War of Nerves” being jirocluced 
by Goilless nations, who seek to sub- 
jugate our fj‘eedom — life, lilierty, 
speech and the pursuit of happiness 
— to their own exaltation and grand*- 
icemen t, to the heights above the 
Heavenly Host, we must absorb 
more thoroughly anf! search closely 
hi Older to gain confidence in our- 
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selves atul oar gaveinment, Bnth 
abhorred dictatorshitK B<ith iibharred 
slaveix althoug^h Washtiifrtoii dUl 
Iiave slaves for servants, Imt treated 
them moif as emidoyea than vaBsals. 

Lincoln said “A Koniu* divided 
against itadf cannot stand— I Ik?- 
lieve this j^ovemnient cannot endure 
peiTuanently half-slave unci half- 
free." And again — "Neither let us 
be slanderf.^l from mir duty by false 
accusations against uh, nor fright- 
ened from it by memici'S of flest ruc- 
tion to the govenmieni, nor of 
dungeons tfi ouiwdves. Lei us have 
faith tl)at. right makes might, and in 
faith let us to the end, date to do 
our duty as we undc*rstand it* l*eace 
will come sooji a! id come lo slay* rind 
so come as to bc’ woiii! ki»e|ilng in 
all fulim- time. It will then have 
been prcjveil thill among free men 
there can he no surcessfiil a}>|jeal 
from the ha I lot to the bullet* iitnl 
that they who take such a|»|>eal are 
sure to lose tlieir cases ami pay the 
cost." 

These ihmights are recognised daily 
by latxyr leaders, who* vvitbmit 
thought of theinjadves, seek to better 
our w^uy of th<*se great friKKloins as 
did Washington and IJncoln in I heir 
time. Oppression and subversive ness 
existcKl then ns it dws now* hut 
they had faith and w'eii» fearli*ss. 
The honest lalior leaders tmlay arc 
w'aging a like battle. They n^engni/e 
the scourge of cornnmnisni — an ideal- 
ism as ungmlly and unholy as juigan- 
ism; as evil as the money changt^i-s 
in the Temple of Gml — and ai-e fight* 
ing with "tooth and nail*' to follow 
tn the path of rightwusiiegs. 

So in this month of February let 
us join wdth them — we MUST join 
with them — in ferreting out all those 
who would tear dowm and deslroy the 
iileals* rights ami privilogefi of a 
democratic labor people. li is our 
duty both to ourstdves ami to them 
to vote out those in government wiio 
would deatroy mir lalKir rights am! 
freedoms. What the dictulors luite* 
we must ciierisli. 

It is through labor that we cun 
fight for a jieace. A lumgry stomach 
and a cold borly knows no man or 
nation or idimlism that does not fill 
or warm* A fiw laNn* man is a 
haimy nian. A justly paid I alio r man 
is a welLft^fl and liealthy man. This 
count r>' was founded on refugi'es of 
slaveiy. This cfoinlty by its Cnnati- 
tution guaiant(*<^s that friH-dom. If 
we must pay high taxes, it is a debt 
wo must pay. We are obligate<l to 
pay, uncomplainingly* and in f»aying 
too* shall set forth laTore all slave 
nations the Wnefils of fri'e' lals>r. 
Free lal»or IncreaKeR more produc- 
tivity as evhlenced in tlie year just 
past. Which brings up the subject 
here of the \Vttge SlaldliKuticm 
Board. 

It lias iK^n quoted lluit high pnn 
ductlvity stems the rising lifle of in- 


Itation. True* but only when the 
worker is made a partner in the In* 
ct'ease of inamte to management. 
Ilowev^er it is not the intent of the 
Tivorker to demand a "fifty-fifty" share 
of the profits but rather a fair and 
tH[Ui table share. The WSB does not 
recognise this fully as evidenceil in 
the lecent wage increase for "Blue 
Collar" workers In government 
Ice, These wmrkers have been granted 
a six-cent increase |jer hour for |>er 
iiiem workers. .According to a wage 
sui-vey by the Brooklyn Metal Trades 
(Council in Brooklyn, New York* this 
increase* as of this writing, (Decem- 
ber, llh'yl) should have been 21 cimls. 
Therefore this increase just rc'ceived 
by workers* such as elect Hd a ns, 
Hheet metals workers, plumbers, etc,, 
is not conrludve* to price nse aiul the 
economic table noi’ is it coiidudve to 
the productivity of these workers. 

It is gratifying to note from a huL 
letin just leleased by the Brooklyn 
Metal Trades Council, that that Isuly 
is not taking it "lying down" no 
more than it is taking the needling 
of management that government 
w'orkers in Puget Sound arc produc- 
ing moi'C* The Cmindl slates that 
whei^e the Naval Shipyard on Puget 
Sound was permitted to '"stock-pile" 
nei'diHl goofls and material, the Bi'ook- 
lyn Naval Shiijyard was restricted 
to the manufacture of mateiial and 
the installalion of this material only 
on a single project basis and no stock- 
piling of material was ^leimiitted. 

On the other hand management 
seems to be double-talking% for 
Brother Al Vallone has been cited for 
excellent piwluclivity aboard the re- 
conditioned aircraft carrier USS 
Wasp*

Now 1 usk you, BmtiuuR* is this 
not double-talk? On mre hand man- 
agemenl slaps down saying that there 
bus md been enough iiroductlvity and 
on the other hand management does 
not hoMltate to pass out the "cigars." 
The Merchant of Venice wanled a 
pound of flesh. Lotiks like manage- 
ment of government- laljor workers 
wants the liloo<l too — without jiaying 
for it! 

That is why the Brooklyn Metal 
Trades roundl, representing ail 
A.F.L. unions will continue to fight 
for a fair and equitable wage for 
honest, IlKPf productivity which is 
t>cing rcndereil by all skilltKl me- 
chanics working in its jurimliction.

Review of System 

Council's Progress 

SYSTEM COUNCIL LOCALS h:.3, 
1131, 1320, 132!), 1330, 1333, 1338, 
I. 31 3, 1330, 1333, 13HH, 1073 O’UBUC 
SERVICE ELECTRIC AM) GAS 
COMPANY PROPERTIES, STATE 
OF NEW JERSEY).— Well. Uiothers, 
the last System Council meeting, held 
at Eagle’s Hall, Newark, New^ Jersey, 
on Novembt'r 25^ 1951, marked the 
100th meeting of the System Coimcil, 
and I have been given a job to do: 
to rejinrt tht‘ progress of our organ- 
ization from the beginning of our or- 
ganizing progiam up to the present 
time. 

The oiganization drive on Public 
Service property began in April of 
1942, under the %^ery able direction 
of Brother H. IL Broach, wiio, after 
organization of the tieople in the 
Electric Operating Department of 
Public Ser%dee Electric and Gas Com- 
pany of New Jersey — ^went on to 
Chicago and did a very creditable 
organizing job for the people of 
Chicago Commonwealth Edison, aiid 
other utilities. 

Brother Broach was very ably as- 
sisted in the tnganizing of the l\ S. 
inoperty by Rrnthers J. Kiley, M. 
Trott, and T. Naughton. 

Workers w-ere approached and ask- 
ed to sign LB.E.W. cards. The or- 
ganizing caiiipalgn was no ]iush-over. 
Some outsiders claimefl it would he 
impossible to organize the w^orkers on 
P. S, properly. Our International 
He presen tail vc,s, who were sent out 
to do the job, and many of the work- 
ers on the property, wT.re determined 
that the joh could he, ami would bo, 
done. 


By March lb, 194S, six local unions 
had lx*en certified by the NJ>,ILB, 
Now^ iiegan the job to consolidate our 
li>ciil unions into w’bat we have today 
— the System Council, 

The first meeting w^as held in Jer- 
sey City, New Jersey in February, 
1943, and representatives from Ijooals 
8.53, 1320, 1329, 1330, 133.5 ami 1338 
attcndcfi. The order of busines.s acted 
upon by the delegates cmi.sisted of 
action to approve contract proposals 
to our first agreement. 

By the fifth meeting of the System 
Council, which was held in EUzabelh, 
New Jersey during August, 1943, 
four more local unions had been 
certified by the N.L.R.B., namely 
H34, 134.5, 135M, and 1355-^making 
a total of 10 local unions. Ilepreee?Tta- 
lives of the Iff local unions negotiated 
the first agreement between the l.H. 
EAV, and the I^uhlic Ke twice EU'clric 
and Gas Company of New Jersey on 
July 13, 1943. By November 11, 1943, 
one more local, 1368, had been certi- 
fietl and on December ff, I95ff Local 
1G73 was established, making a total 
of 12 on the System Council rostrum. 
Following is a brief summation of 
some of the progress that has la^en 
accomplished by the delegates of the 
12 local unions to the System Council. 
Seven agreements have been negoti- 
ated, two of wdiich necessitated lirns- 
tic action, also one arbitration pro- 
cedure to reach settlement. We also 
have negotiated Job descriptions for 
all jobs covered in Exhibit of 
the agreement, which has many gooil 
j mints and some which might not ho 
too good, but overall they are better 
than anything we have been able to 
put our bands on at the present time. 

A p ]j r o X i m a t e 1 y 130 grievances, 
from official record, have been pro- 
cessed through the 4th steii of oui' 
gi'ievnnce procedui'e; 16 of which 
were processed to arbitration. In the 
fourth step, 42 were won and tlO wei'e 
lr>at; and L5 were withtlruwn oi' re- 
ferred hack locally for more informa- 
tion and settlement. Steps have been 
taken to improve the processing of 
grievances to the fourth step, which 
will improve the present record. 

In arbitration, eight grievances 
wciv won, and eight wei-e lost. Some 
of the important grievances in arbi- 
tration \vere: four promotion cases — 
won two, lost one. Three discharge 
cases — won two, lost one, line case 
nf the company contracting out work 
which the company thought, iiiitlei' 
the terms of our agreement, that they 
were not obligated to discuss with 
the union. The arbitrator, in this 
case, set up a guide, which must be 
used in future cases* One other im- 
portant case — was where the com- 
pany attempted to eliminate senior 
classifications in Exhibit Here 

Hie arbitrator ruled that the company 
cannot eliminate jobs unibilerally, 
and that all existing vacancies oc- 
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ciirririjr in these dassificutions, nuist 
he filled. 

In FVbryary, 11M3* the averajjro 
hourly mtc for apjiruxlmately 34QO 
workei^ was 9fi*a cents per h«»ur 
(before oruanization). After a short 
span of nine yearSi 11143 to lUo2, our 
hourly uveruKfc rale for workers 
baa increased to $Ur)]0 ]ier Imur 
(after ori^anization). 

Follow inir are some of iHe benehts 
we have Ltwiay as cmnfiarrd to the 
few iiefoi e orcfani/atinn. Threi? weeks 
vacation for 15 years of service^ ami 
two weeks foi- all fdher workeis. Wo 


receive hv^o and ii half times pay for 
all hours worked on any of our 12 
hfjlidays. Also, vv^o receive^ I wo times 
pay for all liours worked r»n our sec- 
ond day of rest. Overtime meals (aiicl 
fi>r by the company, with ivo loss of 
lime to consume said meiila. Rest 
twriods— after worktni? nion^ than t#> 
consecolive houi"s, a worker jrets eijfht 
hfiurs rest period with no hjss of 
scheduled lime. If i\'st fw?rifMl falls 
wdthin the worker’s regularly schefl- 
nidi hours, and hi^ works, he receives 
tloubte time. We also have an im- 
pmv(Hl company*finauced pension jilan. 
It is based on the average five cmi- 
socuUve years of the highest earnings 
(induding overtime I within the last 
U) years of the worker’s service — one 
fiei'cent tif which shall In* allowed for 
I'tirh year of seiwice with the mini- 
mum of SbO.OO per month, and no 
Social Security fieductions. 

This 111 idly deac l ilies smiu! of the 
progrcHH made by the imioiu I also 
think it atipropriate, at this time, to 
describe briefly some of the progress 
made by the Company since 1!M3.
